Althougli  such  a  system  would  he  influential  in  raising 
the  staiidanl  of  scholai'ship  in  the  future  .the  present  Senior 
class  can  hai'dly  be  said  to  have  l)een  done  fairly  by.  If, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  last  semester,  a  rule  had  been  made 
to  this  effect,  there  would  have  been  an  incentive  for  the  stu- 
dents to  raise  their  grades.  Hut  j)utting  a  resolution  of  the 
sort  into  practice  at  this  late  hour,  makes  the  Seniors  liable 
to  punislnuent  for  past  conduct.  Nevertheless,  the  ruling 
is  not  so  stringent  and  unreasonable  as  it  was  first  inter- 
preted, and  if  in  tiie  future,  the  standard  of  scholarship 
will  have  been  raised  to  a  higher  level,  in  the  high  school.

The  third  victory  of  our  seemingly  successful  season 
was  annexed,  when,  on  Friday,  January  19,  in  the  Armory 
Hall,  we  defeated  Columbia  City  24  to  17.  Though  a  little 
rough  at  times  the  game  was  an  excellent  exhibition,  the 
visitors  possessing  a  very  efficient  team,  which  com- 
pelled Goshen  to  exert  every  particle  of  her  ability,  ni  or- 
der to  emerge  victor.  Close  and  undecided  to  the  finish,  it 
was  interesting  for  both  spectators  and  players.

Well,  we  finally  got  it.  On  Friday  night,  January 
26,  the  team  went  to  Mishawaka.  where  their  string  of  vic- 
tories was  cut  by  that  aggi'egation.  the  score  being  29  to  27. 
Rather  a  narrow  nuirgin.  isn't  it.  and  that  took  twelve  extra 
minutes  to  decide  who  tinally  would  emerge  victor.  From 
the  beginning  of  the  second  half  to  the  expiring  of  that 
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twelve  extra  luiniites,  probably  no  former  game  ever  held 
its  spectators  in  such  excitraent  and  suspense ;  while  each 
local  player  worked  with  vigor  and  determination,  advanc- 
ing the  score  remarkably  against  the  efforts  of  a  strong 
team  and  stronger  odds. 

Mark,  we  said  the  second  half,  the  game  was  exciting. 
During  the  first  half,  Goshen  played  poorly,  and  lacked 
spirit,  while  Mishawaka  took  advantage  of  iliese  facts,  and, 
at  the  end  of  the  half,  led  by  the  score  of  20  to  10. 

But,  following  a  word  thrashing  trom  Coach  Watson, 
the  team  entered  the  second  half,  determined  to  do  its  ut- 
most. During  this  half  Goshen  completely  outclassed  her 
opponents,  displaying  some  remarkable  plays  and  excellent 
teamwork.
